that one is better than the other; we are 
just different. 

American patriotism seems always 



at parades and, most of all in our respect 
for the men and women of our armed 
forces, past and present. But, it is in 
recent years, through the cultural devel¬ 
opment of the Highway of Heroes that 
we have shown our patriotism which 
is displayed as each soldier is repatri¬ 
ated to their hometown. We have all 
seen still pictures or television shots of 
overpasses filled with Canadians paying 
respect to those that have fallen but also 
to those who serve. The latest television 
exposure of this phenomenon was the 
return of Cpl. Nathan Cirillo to his home 
in Hamilton. 

In March 20091 had the experience 
of watching firsthand the develop¬ 
ment of such a display of patriotism. 

I was en route with my grandson to a 
sporting event in Toronto. As we made 
our way down Victoria Ave., we saw a 
small group of people gathering on the 
overpass to the QEW with a few flags 
flying. My grandson in the back asked if 
it was a parade. I told him that it was not 
a parade but that people were gather¬ 
ing to show respect for a soldier from 
Port Colborne, Cpl. Tyler Crooks who 
was being returned to Port Colbome 
for his burial. He had been killed a few 
days earlier outside Kandahar City in 
Afghanitan on his birthday. 

As it turned out, this early gathering 
of citizens was to expand on every over¬ 



pass to Port Colborne. By the time we 
reached the Beamsville overpass, it was 
full. As we approached the Grimsby 
overpasses, they were full, too. As we 
approached the Casablanca overpass, 
it was full and people began lining up 
shoulder to shoulder on the north and 
south service roads. As we approached 
Fifty Rd. and Fruitland Rd., not only 
were the overpasses full but the service 
roads were as well. 

Then we saw the approaching lights 
of the funeral cortege. I put on the 
hazard lights and started to pull over to 
the side. So did all the other vehicles on 
the road. I wondered what American 
tourists and truck drivers thought 
about Canadians that day. For me it 
was the most profound statement of 
patriotism that I have ever witnessed 
and will never forget. 

There were no church bells tolling 
nor sirens ringing to summon the 
crowds that day. Nor did the hundreds 
of citizens at this year’s Remembrance 
Day ceremony at the Fonthill legion 
hall receive personal invitations to the 
event. We come together as citizens to 
quietly pay our respect for those who 
served, those who serve and the free¬ 
dom of being a Canadian.

Another fight for veterans

When Niagara resident James 
Scott came home after serving three 
years in Bosnia, he didn't expect to be 
treated like ahem. 

He also didn't expect to be nearly 
homeless. 

Scott, who was in Bosnia from 
1991 to 1993, split farm his wife and 
“spent afew years couch surfing with 

As he struggled to get back on 
his feet, Scott said Royal Canadian 


Legion Branch 479 in Niagara Falls 
was there for him. 

“They brought me food when I 
needed it, they took care of some of 
my bills, they brought me in, I'm now 
sergeant-at-arms there. I've also had 
a lot of help from Veterans Affairs.” 

According to the legion, there are 
approximately 35 homeless veterans 
in Niagara. 

“At times, it's still hard for me,” says 
Scott “I have good days and I have 
bad days. It's hard for (struggling vet¬ 
erans) to come forward because of 
their own personal pride. Some of 


them just don’t want to be helped, 
they just refuse.” 

Others might not know help is 
available. 

“I didn't know a lot about it myself 
until the legion came along and took 
care of things for me, got me pointed 
in the right direction." 

Louis Frenette, a service officer 
with Branch 479 who also looks after 
17 legions from Grimsby to Fort Erie, 
says he would describe a homeless 

“living under the bridges," or some¬ 
one who has "absolutely nothing left 



after their rent and their food is paid." 

Branch 479 started looking into the issue 
21/2 years ago and discovered there was no 
homeless shelter for men in Niagara Falls. 

“We couldn't understand why there's no 
homeless shelter for men, let alone veterans. 
I started inquiring around with the branches 
that we deal with, asked a few questions and 
we come to find out that we have approxi¬ 
mately 35 veterans that are homeless.” 

Frenette, who runs the Veterans Resource 
Centre at the Spring St. legion, says he 
has dealt with veterans who simply need 
the bare essentials to others who are 
suicidal 

diers. They could be anywhere from 20 years 
old and up 

“Most of them have fallen through the 
cracks. They've given up on the government 
to give them a helping hand because it's so 
hard, some of them are tired of applying (for 
assistance). They've been shuffled down... 
and it j ust gets to the point where they say, 'I 
have had enough’ and they just take off on 
their own.” 

Frenette says the way he understands it, 
the federal government has separate classi¬ 
fications for veterans when it comes to pay, 


depending on which conflict they've been a 

"Tb me, the government is wrong because 
they're dasstiyingwar War is war, I don’t care 
howyoulookatit...aveteranisaveteran.” 

Frenette says he also disagrees with the 
federal government replacing veteran pen¬ 
sions with lump-sum payments. 

For decades, an injured war veteran from 
Canada received a pension for life. But after 
the New Veterans Charter was implemented 
eight years ago, monthly disability payments 
were replaced with an option to get a one¬ 
time settlement 

“You give a 23-year-old $280,000 when he 
comes out of three lours in Afghanistan, what 
is he going to do?" asks Frenette. “He's going 
to go on the longest the nicest vacation, he’s 


de that he can possibly have and then he's 
going to party the rest of what's left. 

“Tb my way of thinking, as a veteran, that’s 
wrong. The money should be kept hack, it 
should be involved in a fund where he can 
draw a monthlypension.'' 

Veterans Affairs did not respond to specific 
questions related to this feature as of dead¬ 
line.

something that needs to be considered,” 
Dykstrasaid. 

He said testimony during the heritage

Welland MP Malcolm Allen said he’s 
essentially undecided on the issue. 

“There are pluses to both sides of the 
argument.... I’m willing to listen to folks 
on both sides of this issue," Allen said, 
adding students' participation on Nov. 11 
isn't consistent across all schools. 

"But it is also a valid concern as to what 
happens (to student involvement) if it’s a 
stat holiday,” he said. 

Allen feels if a statuatory holiday is 
declared, it should fall on whatever day 
Nov. 11 happens to be, rather than it 
becoming “just another paid holiday” 
that could he taken as a long weekend.

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Lake swimmers’ names 
added to rock 

An updated plaque in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake’s Queen Victoria Park has been 
unveiled to include two new names: 
Trinity Arsenault and Colleen Shields, of 
Georgetown. 

Affixed to a stone erected by Solo 
Swims of Ontario, a park monument 
is dedicated to individuals who have 
swum the 51-kilometre crossing of Lake 
Ontario. 

The 14-year-old Arsenault joins a 
list of 56 swimming notables who have 
conquered the Great Lake, including 
Marilyn Bell, Vicki Keith, and her own 
mother, Christine Arsenault, who 
completed the feat in 2011. 

Arsenault was swimmer No. 55 this 
past summer, going from Port Dalhousie 
to Marilyn Bell Park in Toronto in 22 
hours and 19 minutes between Aug. 3 

Shields crossed Lake Ontario on Aug. 

8 and 9, a week after Trinity's swim. She 
completed the 51-km trek in 21 hours 


62. 

On June 20, Arsenault swam Lake 
Erie at a distance of 19 kilometres from 
Sturgeon Point, N.Y., to Crystal Beach. 

in seven hours, 23 minutes and 16 
seconds. 

These two Great Lake feats made 
her the youngest person to swim Lake 
Ontario and Lake Erie, awarding her four 
World Records. 

Arsenault was presented with two 
plaques by Solo Swims of Ontario in 
recognition of her accomplishments. 
Solo Swims of Ontario was formed in 
1975 as the official governing body to 
ensure the safety of solo long distance 
swims in Ontario. 

The World Open Water Association 
recently nominated Arsenault for 
Performance of the Year. On her swim, 
she endured thunderstorms and swam 
in 70 km/h winds amid 3.5-metre-tall

Niagara video- 
game industry 
expanding 


They’re like the last graduating class 
of a high school that has closed its 


When Silicon Knights closed three 
years ago, the hundred or so pro¬ 
grammers and artists working at the 
St. Catharines video-game company’s 
expansive 1 St. Paul St. office said good¬ 
bye and headed their separate ways. 

But in the cycle of video-game 
development, three years is just long 
enough for those laid off employees 


start getting their first games off the 
ground. 

A few hallways away from where Sil¬ 
icon Knights once stood tall as a pillar 
of the Canadian video-game industry, 


Rollers of the Realm, produced by 
Phantom Compass, goes on sale for 
the Sony Playstation 4 and other plat¬ 
forms Tuesday. Earlier this week, Sony 
announced it was picking up Pixel- 
NAUT’s debut game, Lost Orbit, for the 
PS4 in early 2015. 

Most of the employees for the two 
companies used to work with Silicon 
Knights, but the social network formed 
by the former company stretches 
much further. 

"Being such a big company, you 

something disintegrates like that, all of 
those people have to go somewhere,” 
said PixelNAUTS co-founder Chris 
Iacobucci. “I feel like we know people 
in the industry not just in Ontario, but 
all over the world.” 

for Phantom Compass, said video- 
game companies tend to work together 
more than other industries. 

“My perspective is you can't look at 
anybody as your competition or you 
would have to look at everybody as 
your competition,” she said. “There’s 
so much to gain by working together, 
especially in building up the region.” 

PixelNAUTS has five employees 
while Phantom Compass has six in St. 
Catharines and another four working 


across southern Ontario. Unlike Sili¬ 
con Knights, which took up three floors 
of 1 St. Paul St. at its peak, the two new 
companies have small, single-room 
office space inside Innovate Niagara’s 
the Generator at One, a digital media 
business incubator. Also working from 

Creative Bytes, a year-old company 
building mobile app games. 

"Some of our friends are a little bit 
bigger than us, but it changed a while 
back. It used to be that you had to 

$15 million budget to produce games 
at $60 each,” said Iacobucci. 

Now, he said, there’s a big market 
for games ranging from $1 up to $20. 

“Once that market started to appear, 
it allowed small shops like us to exist,” 
he said. 

Games like Lost Orbit cost a few 
hundred thousand dollars to make 
and digital media funding through the 
Ontario government covers about half 
the amount if everyone hired to work 
on the project is living in the prov- 

It has allowed the local video-game 

“It’s bringing a lot of jobs here, too, 
so it’s pretty amazing,” Golebiowski 
said of the funding. 

Evans said Rollers of the Realm 
started out as a “portfolio project” to 
help 20 or so former Silicon Knights 
employees show the type of work they 

But the project took off and got 
funded to make it a more widely- 
released game. 

“It's definitely the biggest project 
that we’ve worked on with the most 
people and the biggest budget," Evans 

She said the fact two game studios 
in St. Catharines are releasing games 
around the same time is a “positive 

“It shows there is a talent and there’s 
a place for it to be fostered," she said.

Composer fine tunes Winter Festival of Lights

You’re going to hear a lot of Niagara Falls com¬ 
poser Nathan Chamberland at the upcoming 
Winter Festival of Lights. Over and over again. 

An eight and a half minute score Chamberland 
wrote will be matched with the light displays at 
Dufferin Islands, giving the park a musical com¬ 
ponent to go with several new attractions.

Chamberland is essentially replacing his hero. 
Growing up, the legendary composer’s scores for 
Jaws, Star Wars and other classics inspired him

SCOOTER SAFETY 


Mobility scooters offer the ability to travel great distances that are not usually within walking 
distance. They can help you move around your home, neighbourhood and inside stores. However 
they can be dangerous if not used safely. 

Follow these tips before you head out so you can get safely from home to your destination. 
Read the instruction manual upon purchase so you know the safety features and controls on your 
new scooter. Read the tips that are given for navigating bumps, curves and uneven ground. Some 
heavy duty scooters are designed for rough terrain. Learning to drive your scooter in a safe area 
such as a parking lot or driveway is always recommended to learn how your scooter manoeuvers 
in all weather. Having confidence will make it a safer experience for you and others around you. 

Some basic scooter tips include: 

• Use sidewalks whenever possible. If no sidewalks exist, travel on the far left 
side of the road facing traffic. 

• Cross at pedestrian crosswalks. Check for traffic before crossing. 

• Make "eye contact “with motorists or pedestrians before crossing to make sure 
they are stopping. 

• Obey all traffic control signs and devices. 

• Slow down when travelling around pedestrians and avoid travelling too closely. 

• Keep to the right on sidewalks and avoid honking your horn. 

• Drive your scooter straight at a ramp. Most scooters have anti tip wheels to 
keep them from tipping when doing angled manoeuvres. 

• Your scooter should have a safety flag, reflectors and lights in the front and 
back so you can be seen at all times. 

• Wearing a reflective safety vest is also a good idea and is essential if you have to 
travel at night. 

• Carry a cell phone and have your emergency contact information taped onto
